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hs continued to be with "Marine Intelligence" . She said 
that she supposed she had never really believed JONES’S 
story of being a "secret agent", however, stated she' had 
assisted bin by typing some of his reports. She identified 
a typewritten document concerning' LEE HARVEY OSWALD and " 

JACK L. RU3Y asQ.aviag been dictated to her by JONES. She 
observed a "report"' -from an agent of JONES at 

Liberal, Kansas, and identified the handwriting to be : that 
of JONES . 

Mrs . SIMS said JONES left Dallas about two weeks 
prior to January 27, 1964. Ho was supposed to have come 
by her apartment * but did not do so. She said she subsequently 
received a telephono call from a person posing v~ L-/ K he 
Sheriff of tLiyisville, Texas (but whoso voice was recognized 
as that of JONES) who represented JONES, JONES's grandfather 
and Attorney DAVE SCARBOROUGH (phonetic) of Abilene ^.Texas, 
had been in a wreck and (wore being treated at a Fortf Worth, 
Texas hospital. " ' » 



She said JONES called hor on the night of January 
27,. 1964^ at’ which tine he said that he, his grandfather 
and the attorney' had been on "secret work" and their car 
had been fired on between Dallas and Fort Worth, Texas. 

His grandfather was killed, the Attorney received bullet 
wounds 'which necessitated amputation of the leg, but JONES 
had escaped v/ith only minor injuries. He represented he 
was at Myrtle, Mississippi, at Camp Zion. She stated she 
believed this was a "religious camp". » 

Mrs. SIMS said when she met JONES in Lubbock, he 
v/ora cowboy clothosi but in January, 1964, he was wearing '• 
a business suit. See described him as 34 to 35 years of 
age, S’ 1.0", slender build, brown hair, gray-green eyes, 
unusually thick nails on right ha£cl. She said she has no 
information that JONES had in fact conducted any investigation 
into the assassination of President KENNEDY or the background 
of JACK RUBY . C He, told her oap pf his agents had seen 
F.U3Y and OSWALD' together at the Carousel Club in Dallas 
sometime three and one-half^ weeks prior to tho assassination, 
Sho said ono of her small sjqns had recently asked JONES if 
he had a badge or any identification in connection v/ith his 
work. Ho told the child he carried his credentials in the 
heel of his shoe but did not exhibit them. She said JONES 
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is poorly educated". She said he told her that he had 
•supposedly been converted to Christianity recently 'and 
tha„ unis y/as a front for his intelligence operation. 

She said she knows nothing of his true background. Ee 
claimed to have been a "pistolero" in Mexico and said' 
that his blood brother" is the "big chief" in Mexico. 

She said a blood brother" is one who had with JONES 
opened their veins and allowed -their bloods to mix. 

His twin brother is still in Mexico and is also a 
^"pistolero". 

. Mrs. SIMS said that she was recently advised 
? y , the Baak and Trust Company, Dallas, that they 

had a s>~2.00 forged check on her account. She found it 
was made out to JONES and had been cashed by JONES at a 
PiSgly-Wiggly Store in Lewisville, Texas.. She said 
that JONES had apparently stolen one of her personalized 
checks from her purse. She said his connection with 
Lewisville, Texas, is, to the best of her knowledge, 
cominod to his association with a "proacher" from the 
Mission who lives in Lewisville. The check had cleared ' 
through Lewisville Bank.
